CRAWLERS THREE INCHES 
DEEP AT LOUGHEED 


Lougheed, June 4.—The plague of 
caterpillars still continues; never -have 
such hordes of these Pests been seen 
in this district. On some farms they 
are lying three inches deep. A prepara- 
tion of coal oil, laundry soap and 
water is being used by many people to 
try and exterminate them, but ag they 
are everywhere, even inside houses, it 
is almost impossible to make any no- 
ticeable impression, 


The pests have eaten. everything 
eatable in sight, even taking garden 
stuff, so no doubt they will continue to 
thrive until starved out. The country 
was looking very beautiful until the 
caterpillars arrived.. Now the trees 
look as bare as in the middle of 
winter. 

Old timers say they last for three 
years or until the ichneumon fly-comes 
to destroy them.

D. W. Warner, ex-M.P. Tells 
of Trip of Farmers to Old 
Country at Board of 
Trade-Kiwanis Luncheon 


A successful luncheon was held by 
the Wetaskiwin Board of Trade and 
the Kiwanis Club on Tuesday evening, 
when D. W. Warner, ex-M.P., who wag 
one of the farmers who went to the 
Old Country a few months ago to in- 
vestigate marketing conditions, was 
the speaker of the evening. 

The first item of business was the 
reading of the minutes of the last 
meeting of the council, in which it was 
recorded that the board had decided 
to sponsor the proposal to est iblish 
boys; and girls’ swine clubs in tSe dis- 
trict. They also decided to endorse 
the standing fields competition in the 
community. 

Mr. Barber, of Lacombe, a repre- 
sentative of the Dominion Live ‘Stock 
branch, explained briefly the objects 
and working of the swine clubs. 

Mr. Warner, after a few preliminary 
remarks, in which he complimented 
the board of trade on the work they 
had accomplished, spoke of the trip 
overseas as the chance of a lifetime, 
and gave the C.N.R. credit for the or- 
ganization and successful carrying out 
of the scheme. The party sailed from 
Montreal and arrived at Plymouth, 
then took the train for Liverpool. The 
welcome and hospitality extended to 
the party could not be excelled —be- 
cause they were Canadians. Liverpool 


has an organization which feeds more - 


People than the entire population of’ 
Canada. The first thing the party did 
was to visit the wheat market aud 
grain exchange, and afterwards’ went 
to the’ Birkenhead Stock Market and 
saw how things were managed. Can- 
ada raises the best hard wheat in the 
world, but the millers in the Old 
Country object to the way the grades 
are “skinned.” It would appear that 
our grain. going to the U.S. is mixed 
with softer. grain-and is.then sent: on 
to the Old Country. The Russian 
wheat is next in hardness to ours, but 
does not have the strength. The 
speaker said he would like to see Can- 
ada take the place ghe is entitled to 
with her wheat. The people of Canada 
should specialize in hard wheat and 
stick to it. 


Mr. Warner said he did not see a 
carcass of beef from Canada on his 
entire tour. England knows our cat- 
tle and wants our beef. Their senti- 
ment is with Canada and they will buy 
our beef, all other things being equal. 


The party also saw the great co- 
operative mills at Manchester and 
other cc-operative marketing centres, 
At Manchester there is a population of 
10,500,000 within a radius of fifty 
miles of the city and the co-operative 
organization feeds these people. In 
the Smithfield market he saw fourteen 
acres of meat hanging side by side, 
and these supply 25,000,000 people 
daily, British People are the best 
buyers in the world, and all things 
being equal, ‘they will take our pro- 
ducts rather than buy outside the 
empire.

Shall We Part With Our Franchises? 


(By H. J. Montgomery, Mayor of Wetaskiwin) 


In the first tssuo of the Rosearch 
Bulletin, Mayor Montgomery spoke of 
the campaign. of corporations secking 
to secure control of ght and power 
franchises from the villages, towns 
and cities of the Province. 

These companies offer cheaper ser- 
vices, Can they faithfully offer better 
service, because taking everything in- 
to consideration, Mayor Montgomery 
thinks from personal experience 
Public Ownership can be just as ef- 
ficient and much more satisfactory 
than Private Control. 

In the last number he asks the 
question “Is it in the best interests of 
the people of the province that these 
public utility franchises should be 
owned and managed by private cor- 
porations?” In continuance of his ar- 
ticle he says:— 

We can readily see that in the 
course of time these companies will all 
unite and one powerful corporation 
would be in absolute control—a state 
of affairs I am sure we should not wish 
to prevail. 

We believe we are on the eve of 
great industrial expansion in Alberta, 
that water power development will 
shortly be undertaken by the Govern- 
ment or under its control for the ben- 
efit of the people of the province. Are 
we assisting to bring this about by 
parting with our franchises? Rather it

Careful analysis, how- 
ever, in most cases will show that the 
benefits are more apparent than real, 
and that the many advantages of Pub- 
lic Ownership will greatly outweigh 
any ten{porary relief.

ALBERTA WILL SEED 13,000,000 
ACRES OF GRAIN THIS YEAR 


Considerably more than 11,000,000 
acres of farm lands throughout the 
province of Alberta will be under cul- 
tivation this year and there is every 
prespect that this will be increased 
considerably next year, according to 
information gathered from farm or. 
‘ganization officials in various parts of 
the province. 

As farming is generally regarded as 
Alberta’s basic industry, this informa- 
tion’ shculd be doubly interesting to 
tcurists who, through the course of 
their travels, will pass by thousands 
of wheat fields in Alberta this sum- 
mer. 

The tremendous development in 
farming and the almost unbelievable 
increase in the amount of acreage 
seeded is shown by a comparison of 
total acreage of 1927 and that of 23 
years ago. In 1905, a total. of 600,000 
acres of land was under cultivation, 
and when final figures were tallied in 
1927, it was shown that the total 
acreage seeded was just under 11,000,- 
000 acres. Even these large figures 
only represents about 30 per cent of

BIRCH LAKE ISLAND 
SWEPT BY FIRE

WHEAT POOL NEWS BULLETIN 


Wheat Pool elevators in Alberta 
will be operated on a cost basis to 
patrens. This decision was reached 
by the seventy delegates assembled in 
convention in Calgary, commencing 
May 29th. It was decided to make this 
policy retroactive. The excess earn- 
ing. of the elevator system during 
the 1927-28 crop will be disbursed to 
the Pool members who put their grain 
through these elevators. 

The change in elevatcr policy was 
recommended to the delegates by the 
directors and two proposals submitted. 
The first proposal was to eliminate 
handling and service charges upon de- 
livery of the grain to the Pool elevator 
and deduct the actual cperating cost 
on a per bushel basis from the final 
Wheat Pool payment. This method 
was adopted by the delegates after a 
lergthy discussion. 

The second proposal was to make 
the usual elevator charges to Pool 
members delivering their grain and to 
refund to patrons at the end of the 
fiscal year any exces: charges over 
and above actual operating and over- 
head costs. The Saskatchewan Pool 
embodies this policy in the operation 
of its elevatcrs. 

The new policy decided upon will 
mmear. a distribution of Pool elevator 
excess earnings during the present

Alberta Fire Losses in 1927 

Thirty-three deaths and property 
losses totalling $2,338,777.92 resulted 
from fires in Alberta during the year 
1927, according to the recently fssued 
report of Henry Brace, provincial fire 
commissioner. Fire waste from the 
burning of dwellings, stores, barns and 
garages amounted to over $1,500,000, 
or 65 per cent of the total fire losses 
the report that practically all.of these 
for the year, and it is pointed out in 
fires were due to carelessness in some 
form or other. 

During 1927 a- total of 736 cities, 
towns and villages in the Province 
were visited and inspected by officials 
of the fire commissioner’s office and 
687 orders were issued for the correc- 
tion of defects. Convictions under 
The Fire Prevention Act during the 
year totalled 36, or 94.7 per cent of 
those brought to trial.
